HONOLULU, March 13.—In the absence of further discoveries, 


the case of the death of Mrs Jane Lathrop Stanford at the Moana 
Hotel here on February 28 is resolving itself into a scientific contro- 
versy between chemists as well as between physicians. 


Some prominent physicians here, who do not desire to be quoted 


are against the poisoning theory and believe that Mrs. Stanford died 
from natural causes. 


On the other hand the autopsy physicians and Dr. F. Humphris, 


.•who attended Mrs. Stanford on the night of her death, as well as other 
doctors who have been prominent here for many years, are absolutely 
positive that death \vas caused b> strychnine poisoning. 


R. A. Duncan, food commissioner and chemical analyst of the 


Board of Health, and Edmund Shorey, chemist of the United States 
Agricultural station, formerly chemist of the Board of Health, who 
made the chemical tests, have prepared a statement of their experi- 
ments, and the physicians have prepared a detailed account" of the 
autopsy. 


HONOLULU, March 13 —To sustain 


the theory that Mrs Stanford died of 
poisoning by strjchnine it must 
be 


determined that a much greater pro- 
portion of strychnine was placed in the 
bicarbonate of soda than was found m 
the bottle when the soda was anal>zed 
It must also be shonn whether 
the 


strychnine crystals, being larger than 
the grains of bicarbonate of

ARDENT LOVER OF AGED WO- 


MEN FACE* GRAND LAR. 


CENY CHARGE. 


William Proctor, who last Friday was 


found guilty of petit larceny for hav- 
ing taken two rings from aged Emily 
Tyson of Ntles, to whom he had pro- 
posed marriage and been acepted, was 
this morning put on trial for a charge 
of grand larceny in having obtained 
J108 of her, which grew out of 
the 


same transaction. As a prospective 
husband of the old lady he got her to 
lend him the money and took the rings 
under the pretense that he wanted to 
get them reset for her as a present 
The rings were recovered but so far 
none of the money has been returned. 


Proctor has been accused by numer- 


ous old ladies from various parts ot the 
State of having made proposals of mar- 
riage to them and in this nay gained 
their confidence and .got them to en- 
trust him with money and property 
which he appropriated to his own use 
and decamped. The two rings he se- 
cured from Mrs. Tyson were worth 
considerably over $100, and he

or 


purpose, but simply one desirable to 
spend an idle moment with us."

author was quoted as saying a - man 
who is a good fellow at some one else's 
expense would not work up into first 
class fertilizer."

The expected has happened. The wafer bonds have been snowed 


under by a majority so overwhelming as to clearly indicate the popular 
disgust at the peculiar manner in which it was attempted to cram the 
Bay Cities scheme down the throats of the people. It was a most 
emphatic rebuke to the Mayor and his satellites, and gave convincing 
evidence of the existence of a healthy public opinion in this city. 


The bonds failed to get a majority in six of the seven wards of the 


city. The Seventh Ward alone gave them a majority, but it was short 
of the necessary two-thirds. 


'The total vote, excluding defective ballots, which count against the 


bonds, was 9,306—4,188 for and 5,118 against, a popular majority of 
930 in the vote. 


In other words, the bonds lacked 6,048 of carrying in the 


face of the 5,118 negative votes. On the vote cast it would have re- 
quired the transference of 2,017 votes from the nay to the yea column 
to have given the bonds the requisite two-thirds majority. 


The result is not so surpnsing as that 4,188 citizens should have 


endorsed the Bay Cities scheme at the polls. Passion and deception, 
potent as they are, should not have misled so many citizens into voting 
for a scheme so suggestive of jobb'ery and so pregnant with dire results 
to the city. But the good sense of the people of Oakland has signally 
triumphed over the effort to load the city with debt and involve it in 
interminable lawsuits. They are to be congratulated. Hydrophobia 
has not become so universal that the people are willing to take anv 
sort of gold brick which may be offered them. 


Having received a benediction from Governor Pardee and a c«r- 


tificate of character from the Sacramento Bee, the Legislature can go 
home without fear of any delicate attentions from Judge Lynch.

Sad is the ending of the life of Mrs. Leland Stanford, who lived 


for many years after the death of her husband and the bright son of 16 
vears, to whose enduring memory Leland Stanford Jr. University at 
Palo Alto, Cal., was reared with the family millions, earned in the 
pioneer building of the Central Pacific railroad and through Mr. Stan- 
ford's thrift and sagacity in business. The Stanfords can never be 
forgotten in California, even did not the remarkable statue of the three 
at Palo Alto remain to commemmorate them. To the memory of her 
husband Mrs. Stanford dedicated the beautiful church there, whose 
cost certainly exceeded S6oo,ooo, and to whose beauties famous artists 
of both the old and the new world were enlisted to contribute. 
The 


Stanford residence is also most elaborate. 


Mrs. Stanford was a good woman and a generous one. 
If sKe 


seemed at times to interfere somewhat more than others thought she 
ought to with the teaching of the university which athe family had 
created, upon die whole the good that she di4 far outweighed iuch 
small hampering. That she retained so admirable a president as Dr. 
David Starr Jordan, and gave him the leeway he has enjoyed, is proof 
of this. 


That she was strong with the qualities inherited from a sterling | 


ancestry has been well demonstrated. She was Miss Jane Lathrop, j 
born in Albany in 1825, and there she met Mr. Stanford when he was 
stud) ing h-v. They first settled in Port Washington, on the sho-es 
of Lake Michigan, and when their house was burned with its contents, 
including Mr. Stanford's law books, the husband \vent to California.

INTERESTING LECTURE BY 


REV. FATHER YORKE. 


Tells of the Church in the Roman 


Empire- -Speaks Again 


Wednesday. 


The Rev. Father Peter C. Torke de- 


livered another of his Interesting:'lectures 
last evening !h East Oakland, the.audi- 
torium being crowded. His next lecture 
of the scries will be given Wednesday 
evening. FatJher Torke said in part last 
evening: 


"The first three conferences of this 


course deal with the church In the Ro- 
man empire. The church appears at once 
as an organization with a definite pro- 
gram. Its world is the empire, that Is to 
say, the lands surrounding the Mediter- 
ranean, which formed a great confeder- 
acy under the rule of a military officer 
whose chief duty it was to keep off the 
attacks of the outer barbarians. 


"It Is one great testimony to the Ro- 


man genius for government that the 
provinces were 
loyal 
to . the system. 


There were wars about the succession 
to the imperial dignity, but there were 
no age-long struggles of subject races 
nobly striving to 
be 'ree. 
The Jews 


formed an exception, and with them the 
Romans acted with 
their 
accustomed 


thoroughness. They burned the temple, 
sowed salt on the site of Jerusalem and 
scattered the Jews to the ends of the 
earth. 


"The action of the church on the Ro- 


man empire roughly comprises the first 
four hundred years of our era, about as 
long a period as from the disco very of 
America till now. 
It o"pens with the 


birth of the church in the synagogue. It 
shows how under the leaders nip of St. 
Paul the gospel was offered to the Gen- 
tiles or non-Jews, and it describes how 
the center 
of 
gravity was gradually 


shifted from Jerusalem to Antioch, and 
from Antioch to Rome. This is followed 
by the great struggle between the new 
organization and the 
Roman Govern- 


ment, known as the era of persecution. 
The Imperial power 
tries 
by fire -and 


sword to crush the Christian organiza- 
tion, but in spite of ail the organization 
continues and grows. 


"At the beginning of the fourth cen- 


tury Christianity has become so strong 
that the empire must perforce come to 
terms with It. Under Constantine came 
the peace of the church and the ulti- 
mate triumph of the new religion. This 
period, which in the Bast lasted for over 
a thousand years, down to the fall of 
Constantinople, lasted In the "West for 
barely a century. It was marked by >.he 
spread of the great heresies on the na- 
ture and person of our Lord and by a 
brilliant galaxy of ecclesiastical writers 
known as the fathers of the church. 


SEEMED LIKE FAILURE, 


"After the death of Christ if would 


seem that the movement He.had Inaugu- 
rated had failed utterly. To save the 
nation, as they declared, 'the rulers of 
the people had hanged Him on the cross. 
His disciples were scattered and were 
in hiding. The populace, -with its accus- 
tomed 
fickleness, had forgotten 
Him 


whom once they hailed as the Son of 
David, the restorer of the kingdom of 
Israel. 
For nearly two months nothing 


was heard of the Galileans, when like 
a bolt from the blue the city was thrown 
Into an uproar. 
The 
once 
cowardly 


apostles appear publicly In the streets 
and in the temple. 
They harangue the 


multitudes. 
They are taken before the 


authorities and bound to the peace. They 
answer boldly, 'We must obey God rather 
than man.' 


"It is a wonderful story they tell to 


explain their - conduct. Jesus of Nazar- 
eth is not dead, but liveth. " They know 
,lh!s to be a fact. 
They are witnesses 


.that-He rose from the tomb.. They have 
seen Him, spoken with Him, eaten with 
Him. touched Him with their hands. It 
is in obedience to his command they have 
remained in hiding. 
It is in obedience 


to His command they now come forth 
with the good tidings. The spirit of God 
has. come upon them and they are God's 
messengers to the ends of the earth and 
the Islands of the sea. 


"Thus, it is the church first appears to 


«5 a Jewish society in the Jewish com- 
.monwcalth, but having In it those pos- 
sibilities that have made it worldwide. 


"The next great step In the develop- 


ment of the church is the mission to the 
Gontiles. 
The world was full of God- 


fearing men who 
were revolted with 


paganism and sought peace in the mon- 
otheism of Juda. 
To one of those Peter 


is sent, and to show him that the.divid- 
ing wall is broken down and that there 
is no longer Jew or Gentile, Greek or 
barbarian he is commanded in vision to 
eat the. meats marked as unclean, by the 
law. 


SAUL OF TARSUS. 


"But It is Sanl of Tarsus, the young 


convert, who under the name of Paul 
makes the mission to the Gentiles a real- 
ity; 
it is his writings that prove most 


conclusively that the types and figures 
of the law have passed away now that 
the reality has -come; it Is his mission- 
ary journeys that make effective the or- 
ganization of the primitive churches as 
separate from, and independent of the 
synagogues. 


"Thus as the number of convert Gen- 


tiles Increase the center of gravity shifts 
from Jerusalem. First the great; city of 
Antioch becomes the metropolis of Chris- 
tendom, and there 
the 
pagans 
nick- 


named the disciples Christians, a nick- 
name which was 
gladly 
adopted and 


gloried in. But the center of the world 
was calling. Christianity was not to be 
a Jewish sect or an Asiatic cult, it was 
to be the religion of the world, and to- 
ward the chief ci ty of the world Pe ter 


j and Paul were 
irresistibly 
attracted. 


There the prince of the apostles finally 
fixed his see. There both were finally put 
to death, and* there 
both are buried. 


From .beside the humble grave of the 
fisherman of Galilee went out a voice and 
a power that regenerated the world, and 
when at the end 'of the first century John, 
the last of the1 apostles, went to his re- 
ward the Apostolic See of Rome, in the 
person of Clement, had, already entered 
on its career as the leader and teacher 
of Christendom."

HIS REPORT 


HORTICULTURAL COMMISSIONER 


TELLS OF WORK HE HAS 


ACCOMPLISHED. 
. 


The following report was filed with the 


Board 
of•• Supervisors this morning' by 


Horticultural Commissioner Keller: 


Oakland, Cal., March 13; 1905. To .the 


Honorable Board of Supervisors of >Ala- 
meda County. 
Gentlemen:—I beg leave 


to submit my report 
as ' Horticultural 
Commissioner of my district, ; for 
the 
month of January and February, 1906, 
as follows:—I' haiSb 
inspected 
several 
large consignments' of trees, plants, and 
shrubs, shipped into my district to .the 
various nurseries; also seveial small con- 
signments to several 
private 
parties, 
most of wtiich were Imported into .our 
county from outside counties, the East- 
ern States, and foreign countries, .with a 
few trtfel exceptions, they were free 
from injurious insects, scales,' etc! 
• 
All of the large consignments arrived 
in the month of December and January, 
not many in February. 
Owing to the 
inclemency of the weather in the month 
of February, I was unable to inspect 
only a small percentage of the orchards, 
nurestes, etc., in my district. The var- 
ious nurseries in my district are .doing, a 
large/and prosperous business; shipping 
their stock all over our State, 
also 
through the Eastern States, Australia, 
and last, but not least, to our posses- 
sions in, Manila. 
Some of my reports 
prior to this date as to the prosperous 
condition of the nursery business, has 
attracted the attention of several large 
nurseries in the Eastern • States. 
A representative of one of the .largest 
nurseries in New,, Jersey, called . at' my 
office, 468 Eleventh street, a few days 
ago, 
for information. 
A relative of tlhat 


firm, who resides in this city, - having 
mailed some copies of my .reports East 
as to our soil, climate, etc. I informed 
the representative of that large ' Eastern 
firm known as. the New Jersey nursery, 
who came to our fair city, after traveling 
through Southern California, looking for 
'a favorable location for nursery pur- 
poses, that Alarheda county, California, 
was superior to any other country in the 
State for that purpose, owing to various 
reasons, soil, climate, central -for ship- 
ping, that Oakland was the terminus of 
all railroads, with plenty of rain in the 
winter and spring season, crops never a 
failure, that In our county roses and 
other choice plants too numerous to men- 
tion, are grown in the open ground, and 
flower the year round, .which 
would 
renuire artificial heat in the Eastern 
States; also that our one year old roses 
are superior and larger than their two 
year old roses, some have to be thatched 
with straw In winter to protect them 
from severe frost, and the other choice 
valeties had to be cellered so as to pro- 
tect from .the elements during the win- 
ter. 
The representative of that nursery 
informed me, that they have for some 
years past, contracted with a nursery 
firm at Riverside, California, for some 
twenty thousand roses to be shipped to 
their nursery in New Jersey each year. 
I informed the party that when I start- 
ed the nursery business in 1876 there 
was about frve nurseries in 
Alameda 
county, all located in and abcut the city 
of Oakland and now there are seventy- 
eight, one of which is one hundred times 
larger than all of the original five com- 
bined. 
The representative informed me, 
after going over the matter thoroughly, 
that as soon as their spring trade was 
over, that they would dispose of their 
Eastern interests, and would purchase a 
large tract of land in our county, and 
establish a nursery and large seed store 
here and bring here several well-to-do 
families, who arc relatives and friends'. 
I would most respectively recommend 
that 
our enterprising citizens donate 
seeds etc. to the principals of onr public 
schools in our large, and prosperous city 
to be distributed by them to the chil- 
dren of our schools for the purpose of 
beautifying the grounds,'and .at the same 
me giving them a. knowledge of'agri- 
cultural and Horticultural industry, -the 
price of the seeds being .normal. 
. • 
The ladles of the Civic Improvement 
Club are entitled to a great deal of cred- 
it for the active interest that they nav. 
and are taking towards the general Im- 
provements of -our schools, streets etc 
They are deserving of the assistance of 
every progressive -citizen of our city 
and county.

Seldom, however, has he come across 


one of his years who has seen the mak- 
ing of California—nearly all have been 
carried away by the hand of death. 
"I did meet one gentleman in San 


Jose who is older than I, but he is not 
so lively," declared Mr. Harris during 
a conversation with a TRIBUNE rep- 
resentative. 


"Time has dealt kindly with me," he 


added, "and I seem younger than most 
of the pioneers with whom I come in 
contact.

In company with hie parents. Mr. 
Harris came to California around the 
horn in 1849. In order to land on the

recollections is that of the boyhood of 
Horace Greeley.

to his shoulders, he applied to the town 
printer for work.

a book through once and then sit'on 
the town's green and repeat its con- 
tents nearly word for word to the other 
'boys. He had a most wonderful mem- 
ory and could recall nearly everything 
he had read or heard. While he wa*s 
learning the printing business he re- 
ceived $25 a year and his board. 


"One day, however, he and another 


young man of the town started off into 
the world each carrying his bundle 
over his shoulder and halting along" 
the route, to earn a dollar or two by 
working in the printing shops. That 
was the beginning of Horace Greeley." 


In the early days of California Mr. 
Harris traveled about the State'team- 
ing, and was a witness to many of the 
great mineral strikes. He also visited 
the State of Nevada.

In the present perfect enjoyment of 
his health and faculties, Mr. Harris 
feels certain that he will live to\round 
out a century of life.

showing preference to any company 
doing business anywhere within the 
State. An agitation, for amending- the 
laws had been started, and I realized 
that about all THE TRIBUNE'S read- 
ers cared to know was whether their 
investments were safe. In a previous 
communication I stated that I was 
convinced, that thfiy were. This I did 
after I had 
interviewed 
people in 


nearly every walk of life who had 
dealings in and experience with build- 
ing and loan and kindred companies 
which report their transactions to the

and 


Since that time 
progress of events as they occurre'd 
aefore the Legislature and I am even 
more satisfied now that thp existing 
laws are all right and that the inves- 
tors have no ground for lear.

tigated from almost every conceivable 
standpoint by the Legislature. Not a 
single instance obtained upon which 
a charge of maladministration could 
be founded, but there was a seeming 
difference ot -opinion as to what were 
the best methods for conducting the 
business. Most of the companies were 
satisfied to operate under any reason- 
able law and consequently they did not 
even 
send 
their representatives to 
Sacramento, proof positive that their 
managers had nothing to fear let the 
laws be what they may and the in- 
vestors can therefore be easy of mind' 
regarding the safety of their savings. 


PETTY JEAUOUSY. 


The only disagreeable feature of the 


entire legislative investigations 
was 
caused, it would 
seem, because of 
Petty jealousies. 
As stated in 
my 


previous communication there are op- 
erating in this State two classes of 
Building- and Loan companies 
The 


locals which confine their operations 
to the field surrounding their 
own 


home cities and towns and the Na- 
tionals, which go into every city and 
hamlet in the State for business. The 
term Nationals applied to'the latter is 
a misnomer, inasmuch as they confine 
their operations to the 
State and 
should properly be called State com- 
panies. Of these there were, accord- 
ing to the last report of the Building 
and Loan Commissioners, eight com- 
panies as agrainst' one hundred and 
thirty-five locals. The so-called Na- 
tionals have been in the field in Cali- 
fornia about half as long as the locals 
and now the assets of the Nationals 
exceed in round numbers those of the 
one hundred and 
thirty-five locals. 


This shows phenomenal success and 
because of this more or less jealousy 
has been displayed by the officials of 
some of the locals, hence the agitation 
that has been before the Legislature 
and proof that modern methods are 
superior to obsolete ones. 


The Examiner goes so far as to ac- 
cuse some of the locals of acting in 
bad faith. I should prefer to call it 
Dad judgment, beca'use there is no 
reason why the people of 
Sonoma, 
Milpltas, Boulder Creek or any other 
small town m the State, those of small 
earnings, who desire to save raid get 
the best results, should riot be 
en- 


couraged as well as those of thp larger 
cities. Both the locals and State com- 
panies are doing good work; 
are 
achieving good results and should be 
satisfied to leave well enough alone— 
so should the investors. There may be 
a difference of methods, but the final 
results in either class of companies 
differ but little. Possibly of the larger 
volume of business and the central- 
ization of operations may make 
the 
relative cost of the business of 
thf 
State Companies In the long run a trifle 
less than that of the locals, but that 
is of minor importance. There should 
be no dispute as to honest methods 
if the results do not warrant them and 
in this instance they do not. 
Petty jealousies cannot therefore re- 
sult in good; they only frighten a cer- 
tain class of stockholders, the timid 
ones, and they are the losers, not the 
company. If they withdraw they lose 
a proportion of the profits and if these 
withdrawals are numerous, loans are 
temporarily suspended and the conse- 
quence Is disastrous to the town and 
cities of the interior, where these loans 
are largely placedT It is said that $250,- 
000 a year has been loa'ned in one in- 
terior town of the State for several 
years pa'st. Cut these out and not only 
are a large number of mechanics kept 
out of employment, but business gen- 
erally becomes affected and the up- 
building of the State becomes retarded. 
It will therefore be seen how important 
the Building 
and 
Loan 
companies 
have become in California, affecting as 
they do so large a percentage of the 
population. They are doing a great 
and good work and are filling a field in. 
the world of economics which they and 
they only can fill. 


GIVES LETTER.

BEST SECURITY. 


The laws at the present time are ns 


strong as tne English language can 
make them. The 'funds can only lie 
invested in first mortgages on real e.-:. 
tate, which is the best known security 
and furthermore the risks are lessen- 
ed as each monthly payment is made. 


During financial panics ever since 


Building and Loan Associations were 
first brought into being in England it 
has been demonstrated, because of the 
safeguards placed around the securi- 
ties, that Building and Loan companies 
have been better able to withstand 
financial depression than any other 
form of financial institutions, and that 
the losses have been less than under 
any other known form of dealings in 
money and securities. 
Hence, I say 


that history has proven 
the 
great 


soundness and safety of investment in 
this form 
of savings. They affect 


only the provident working men and 
women, whom they teach how to be- 
come saving and by paying an addi- 
tional amount to their rent become 
the owners of their homes. 
Because of the condition of these 


people, who, when they start out to 
practice, this system of saving, are not 
blessed with any too much ol this 
world's goods, the contracts should be 
made as the larger companies 
are 


making them, as plain as possible. This 
being done, the laws, as 
they now 


stand in this State, are sufficient. They 
are plain and made to serve 
everv, 


necessary purpose. 
If they are 
en- 


forced that is all that is necessary. 
The companies are achieving results 
and the stockholders investments, as 
a rule, finally eventuate the owning of 
their own homes. Let the good work 
go on. It should he made to increase 
and multiply. 


To further prove my assertion that 


the existing laws, if carried out, are 
sufficient, I quote the Oakland En- 
quirer, a paper which usually express- 
es the opinion of Governor Pardee. In 
speaking of the two measures which 
were adopted, the Enquirer says: 


"These two measures will probably 


accomplish as much toward regulating 
the building and loan companies 
a? 


the Curtin bill would have, had it been 
passed." 


The few additions to the laws made 


by the Legislature place a* safety wall 
around them, thus rendering them al- 
most 'impregnable.
